SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine is classified objectionable because the magazine contains explicit 
sexual presentations in which women are the central focus. The theme of the 
photographic essays which make up the magazine is simultaneous vaginal and anal 
intercourse, variously referred to as a "sex sandwich" or "double penetration". The 
repetitive, protracted views of the penetration of women's orifices in the magazine are 
considered to be dehumanising, by presenting women as objects of sexual perusal. 
This perspective dominates the publication and is given significant weighting under the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 in terms of extent, degree and 
manner. Given this consideration, the publication is considered to be likely to be 
harmful to the public good. 

This consideration is balanced with the rights and freedoms set out under section 14 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The Classification Office's consideration 
under the FVPC Act of the likely harm to the public good outweighs these rights and 
freedoms under the NZBR Act. 
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
